Evening  Session 

In  celebration  of  our  nation's  Bi-Centennial  year  Selectmen,  Gerald 
Davidson,  Howard  Keach,  and  Anthony  Pepitone,  and  Moderator,  Peter 
Smith,  entered  the  Hall  in  costume  appropriate  for  that  period  in  our  his- 
tory. In  long  black  robes  and  powdered  wigs  they  proceeded  to  take  their 
respective  places  on  the  stage  in  front  of  the  towns  people,  and  read  a  War- 
rant, parts  of  which  were  dated  1776.  Robes  and  wigs  were  removed  for 
our  traditional  1976  attire  and  Town  Meeting  proceeded  with  the  business 
at  hand. 

Moderator  Peter  W.  Smith  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  8:10  P.M.  at 
the  Town  Building  and  read  the  results  of  the  ballot  vote  on  Articles  1  and 
18.

Sanborn,  Constable;  Harold  J.  Tewksbury,  Road  Agent;  Clare  Brown  and 
Samuel  Convisor,  a  tie  for  Trustee  of  Trust  Funds;  Carol  Lee  Benson, 
Mortimer  L.  Fisch,  and  Joan  Schafer,  Library  Trustees  for  three  year 
terms. 

Article  2.  ($236,660.50  appropriated)  It  was  moved  by  Howard  N. 
Keach  and  seconded  by  Eleanor  Coriiss  to  raise  such  sums  of  money  as 
may  be  necessary  to  defray  Town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make 
appropriations  of  the  same.

Motion  was  made  by  Anthony  Pepitone  and  seconded  by 
John  Stevenson  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  borrow  monies 
from  time  to  time  to  pay  current  maintenance  and  operation  expenses  for 
the  ensuing  year,  in  anticipation  of  taxes.  After  some  discussion  this  Arti- 
cle was  duly  voted  and  unanimously  carried. 

Article  16.  Motion  was  made  by  Howard  N.  Keach  and  seconded  by 
Carol  Waleryszak  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  to  sell  property  acquired  by  Deed  of  Tax  Collector  by  public 
auction  or  sealed  bids.  An  amendment  was  offered  by  Paul  Gruber  and 
seconded  by  Curt  Sanborn  to  have  the  words  "after  advertisement  of  in- 
tention to  sell  it."  The  amendment  was  then  duly  voted  and  unanimously 
carried.  The  amended  Article  also  duly  voted  and  carried  unanimously. 
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Article  17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  choose  one  or  more  auditors  for  the 
ensuing  year.  Anthony  Pepitone  nominated  Marjorie  Keller  as  auditor  for 
the  ensuing  year,  seconded  by  Leonard  Greco.  With  no  further  nomina- 
tions being  offered  the  nomination  of  Marjorie  Keller  as  auditor  for  the  en- 
suing year  was  duly  voted  and  carried. 

Article  18.  Acted  upon  by  ballot. 

Article  19.  Motion  was  made  by  Anthony  Pepitone  and  seconded  by 
Leonard  Greco  to  authorize  a  capital  reserve  account  to  be  known  as,  and 
used  for  "Equipment  Replacement"  with  annual  deposits  therein  of  premi- 
ums normally  paid  for  fire,  theft,  comprehensive  and  collision  insurance  of 
Town  Equipment  (approximately  $2,320.00).  The  premiums  in  question 
are  already  included  in  the  current  budget  and,  if  this  is  authorized,  will  be 
deposited  to  the  reserve  account  rather  than  paid  as  insurance.  After  con- 
siderable discussion,  including  an  itemized  list  submitted  by  George  T. 
Noyes  and  an  explanation  of  the  Article  by  Anthony  Pepitone  concerning 
the  fact  that  the  premiums  for  such  will  increase  by  50%  this  year  over  last 
year,  the  Article  was  duly  voted  and  failed. 

Article  20.  Motion  was  made  by  Howard  N.  Keach  and  seconded  by 
Anthony  Pepitone  to  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come 
before  this  meeting.  Edgar  Davis  publicly  thanked  Mr.  George  T.  Noyes  for 
the  tax  assessment  booklets  he  had  printed.  Those  persons  present  at  the 
meeting  were  in  agreement  with  Mr.  Davis  and  gave  Mr.  Noyes  a  round  of 
applause  to  express  their  thanks. 

Curt  Sanborn  asked  if  the  electric  eye  on  the  "Agassiz  Star"  could  be 
used  on  the  comfort  station  in  the  park  to  automatically  turn  the  lights 
out  at  night.  Anthony  Pepitone  explained  the  "Star"  was  privately  owned 
and  all  expenses  are  absorbed  by  the  owners  with  the  exception  of  the 
electricity  during  the  Town's  Bi-Centennial  in  1974  at  which  time  the 
Town  reimbursed  the  owners  for  the  electricity  used  during  that  time. 

Bruce  Brown  asked  the  Selectmen  when  the  Budget  Committee  would 
be  elected  by  ballot  vote.  Anthony  Pepitone  explained  it  was  too  late  for 
the  proper  arrangements  to  have  been  made  this  year  and  next  year  the 
Budget  Committee  will  be  elected  by  ballot. 
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It  was  then  moved  by  Anthony  Pepitone  and  seconded  by  Malcolm 
Stevenson  that  the  Meeting  be  adjourned.  Duly  voted  and  carried.  The 
meeting  was  adjourned.

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LIBRARIAN'S  REPORT  1976 

Two  exciting  events  happened  in  1976  in  the  hbrary.  The  new  book  de- 
posit arrived  in  June  just  in  time  for  the  busy  summer  and  was  such  a  help 
to  both  patrons  and  librarian.  And  for  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the 
library,  we  have  our  own  book  markers  with  name,  hours,  etc.  presented 
by  the  Bretton  Woods  Ski  Area. 

This  year  we  offered  several  special  evening  programs  to  the  pubhc.  The 
North  Country  Weavers  gave  a  demonstration  and  lecture  on  their  arts. 
Mrs.  Fay  Scholz  presented  a  figure  skating  program  for  the  young  people. 
Mr.  James  Keller  of  Mountain  Greenery  spoke  on  spring  plants  and  a  most 
informative  question  and  answer  period  followed.  John  Wright  of  Twin 
Mountain  spoke  on  the  history  of  U.F.O.'s  and  loaned  a  special  collection 
of  books  to  us.  Hans  Bariow,  a  field  archaeology  student  from  UNH 
showed  slides  and  talked  about  the  digs  at  sites  in  N.H.  on  which  he  had 
worked. 

Movies  were  shown  each  Thursday  evening  during  summer  months  for 
the  young  people  and  several  of  the  silent  movies  have  been  shown  this  fall 
and  winter.  The  library  has  also  sponsored  several  film  programs  at  the 
elementary  school. 

The  children's  story  time  is  well  attended  and  films,  stories  and  games 
are  enjoyed  by  the  3-5  year  olds.  There  was  a  summer  reading  program 
open  to  all  1st  through  6th  graders. 

A  teacher's  tea  was  held  in  Sept.  with  good  attendance.  A  good  pro- 
gram has  been  established  between  the  elementary  school  and  the  Hbrary 
in  teaching  the  library  science  and  several  classes  have  visited  the  library. 

In  June  the  library  hosted  the  District  Advisory  Council. 

On  display  all  summer  was  the  Bethlehem  bicentennial  quilt  loaned  by 
Mrs.  Ann  Garneau  of  Twin  Mountain.  Many  had  the  opportunity  to  see 
this  work  of  art  for  the  last  time  as  the  quilt  has  a  new  home  in  Tenn.  The 
loan  was  much  appreciated.  Also  on  loan  from  Hattie  Taylor  was  a  picture 
of  George  Washington  which  was  over  100  years  old. 

The  librarian  attended  three  workshops,  two  book  fairs  and  took  a 
Hbrary  technique  course  at  Plymouth  State  College  last  spring. 

Our  book  budget  did  not  buy  as  many  books  as  last  year  due  to  the  in- 
crease in  prices  and  loss  of  one  of  the  wholesale  jobbers.  The  N.H.  book- 
mobile visits  four  times  a  year  and  without  the  books  we  are  able  to  bor- 
row from  them  I  am  afraid  our  shelves  would  be  most  disappointing  to  our 
readers. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  trustees  for  their 
help  and  confidence  and  their  deep  interest  in  the  library.  Also  to  Cynthia 
Miller,  John  Wright  and  Harry  Paquette  of  the  bookmobile  office  for  their 
cooperation  and  assistance,  and  to  the  wonderful  young  people  and  adults 
who  use  the  Hbrary  and  make  my  work  so  interesting.

DISTRICT'S  SHARE  $260,9 1 1 .48 
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SUPERINTENDENT'S  ANNUAL  REPORT 

As  Superintendent  of  Schools,  it  is  with  pleasure  that  I  submit  my  first  annual  re- 
port to  the  Board  of  Education  and  the  citizens  of  the  Bethlehem  School  District. 

During  the  past  year  1976-77  there  were  221  resident  students  attending  the 
Bethlehem  Elementary  School.  This  number  is  a  reduction  over  previous  years  be- 
cause of  the  transfer  of  grades  7  and  8  to  the  new  Profile  High  School. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  union-wide  enrollment  of  1976-1977  shows  httle 
or  no  change  over  the  previous  year.  (1975-1976)  4052;  (1976-1977)  4046.  At  this 
writing,  no  major  change  in  these  numbers  is  projected  for  the  coming  school  year. 

Four  new  principals  have  joined  the  district's  administrative  staff  in  1976.  As  you 
know,  one  of  these  is,  Mr.  Richard  Fagnant  of  the  Bethlehem  Elementary  School.  We 
have  been  very  pleased  with  his  adjustment  to  his  new  school  environment  and  espe- 
cially pleased  with  the  positive  leadership  he  has  provided  the  staff.  His  concern  for  a 
relationship  with  the  youngsters  has  been  commendable. 

We  have  been  very  pleased  with  the  continued  operation  among  the  seven  districts 
that  make  up  the  Supervisory  Union  #35.  This  cooperation  is  evidenced  by  the  adop- 
tion, by  all  Boards,  of  more  explicit  bus  safety  and  fire  drill  policies,  adoption  of 
mutual  kindergarten  cut-off  dates  and  general  support  of  the  establishment  of  a  per- 
manent office  for  the  Supervisory  Union. 

At  the  Budget  Hearing  in  December,  the  Supervisory  Union  Executive  Board  was 
authorized  to  purchase  a  suitable  office  building  on  Bronson  Street  in  Littleton.  At 
this  writing,  progress  is  being  made  in  carrying  out  this  authorization  and  occupancy 
is  expected  by  Spring.  The  new  office  will  provide  more  efficient  work  areas  and  af- 
ford an  opportunity  to  limit  rental  increases  through  ownership  of  the  building  by 
the  Districts. 

Many  special  services  provided  by  our  Districts  and  the  Union  Staff  often  go  un- 
recognized because  by  nature  they  take  place  behind  the  scenes.  It  is  appropriate, 
therefore,  to  note  the  very  fine  Vocational  Rehabilitation  staff  that  serves  many  of 
our  youngsters,  quietly  and  effectively  through  counselling  and  employment  place- 
ment. 

Supported  by  District  and  Title  I  federal  funds  our  handicapped  youngsters  are 
effectively  aided  by  teaching  materials,  student  tutoring  programs  and  special  train- 
ing programs  for  the  classroom  teacher.  By  June  1977,  we  expect  to  have  completed 
training  programs  for  150  teachers. 

Miss  EUy  Heller  our  Teacher  Consultant  has  decided  to  return  to  her  studies  and 
therefore,  is  leaving  our  staff  at  the  end  of  May.  She  intends  to  complete  her  doctoral 
studies  with  an  emphasis  on  Educational  Law.  We  will  miss  her  efforts  and  wish  her 
every  success  in  her  new  educational  venture. 

It  is  the  plan  of  the  Executive  Board  to  write  a  new  job  description  for  the  posi- 
tion of  Teacher  Consultant.  Extensive  input  from  each  of  the  building  principals  has 
been  sought  and  their  expression  of  specific  building  needs  will  play  a  major  part  in 
the  development  of  the  new  teacher  consultant  job  description. 

Continued  development  of  the  computer  facilities  has  brought  three  new  specific 
advantages.  One,  we  now  have  the  capability  of  serving  more  private  clients,  thus  de- 
fraying some  of  the  costs  of  computer  operations.  Secondly,  we  have  developed  a 
student  identification  system  (starting  in  1976)  for  all  districts  so  that  all  current  and 
future  student  computerized  records  will  be  readily  available.  Thirdly,  due  to  refine- 
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ment  of  our  computer  programming,  internal  business  operations  have  been  strength- 
ened throughout  the  Union. 

In  our  rapidly  changing  business  and  educational  times  new,  more  specific  defini- 
tions of  responsibility  and  authority  are  required  for  staff  members.  As  each  of  these 
job  descriptions  is  completed  and  approved  by  the  respective  Boards  of  Education 
increased  accountability  will  be  derived.  This,  of  course,  will  lead  to  greater  service  to 
our  youngsters,  their  schools  and  the  Districts. 

Therefore,  a  major  program  presently  underway  is  the  development  and/or  the  re- 
finement of  job  descriptions  for  professional  and  non-professional  staff  members 
within  the  Union  Staff  and  throughout  several  of  the  districts. 

Through  the  years,  because  of  our  annual  budget  process,  we  have  felt  locked  into 
one  year  planning.  It  is  the  determination  of  our  Boards,  in  concert  with  the  staff  to 
break  the  one  year  planning  barrier  and  move  effectively  into  long  range  planning. 

This  results  in  another  one  of  our  major  objectives,  initiated  late  this  year  and 
with  specific  recommendations  to  be  developed  during  1977-78,  is  to  develop  long 
range  plans  (3  to  5  years)  in  critical  areas,  i.e.,  instruction,  maintenance,  housing, 
energy  conservation,  and  budgeting  as  they  apply  to  the  individual  needs  of  the 
respective  districts. 

In  conclusion,  we  wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Education  for  their 
long  hours  of  planning  and  deUberation  in  support  of  ail  the  youngsters  of  the  Bethle- 
hem School  District.  TTiey  should  be  commended  for  the  almost  innumerable  consci- 
entious and  difficult  decisions  they  have  had  to  make  for  the  benefit  of  these  young- 
sters. They  along  with  each  individual  staff  member  in  your  district  have,  rightly  so, 
made  the  education  of  your  youngsters  their  paramount  goal.

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PRINCIPAL'S  REPORT 

Bethlehem  School  has  experienced  many  changes  during  the  past  year 
both  in  staffing  and  organization  for  instruction. 

The  pupil-teacher  ratio  is  now  averaging  less  than  24  to  1  allowing 
teachers  more  time  for  individualization  of  instruction.  Multi-grade  teach- 
ing units  have  created  some  anxiety  about  student  placement  and  progress. 
However,  each  student  is  working  and  progressing  at  his  or  her  functional 
level  in  the  continuum  of  skills. 

The  entire  staff  has  received  special  training  in  four  workshops  for  the 
implementation  of  the  Individualized  Language  Arts  program  funded 
under  a  Federal  Title  III  grant  initiated  by  former  Principal,  J.  Joseph 
May.  The  teachers  are  adapting  the  program  to  meet  the  needs  of  the 
school  and  the  students  and  much  progress  is  being  made  in  expressive 
writing  and  composition. 

Another  new  program  being  adopted  is  a  handwriting  program  called 
"Creative  Growth  with  Handwriting."  This  program  emphasizes  legible 
handwriting  and  extends  the  child's  potential  for  creative  writing. 

A  uniform  basal  spelling  program  is  being  adopted  and  will  be  in  full 
use  during  1977-78  school  year. 

The  school  library  is  now  located  on  the  second  floor  in  the  old  science 
room.  This  is  a  big  improvement  over  the  former  arrangement.  Mr. 
Reginald  Comeau,  Hbrary  consultant  from  the  State  Department  of  Educa- 
tion, was  invited  to  visit  in  October.  He  made  many  suggestions  about 
ways  to  continue  improving  the  hbrary. 

The  Ad  Hoc  Committee  has  continued  to  meet  bi-monthly.  These  inter- 
ested citizens  have  helped  gather  helpful  feed  back  for  improving  the 
system  of  reporting  to  parents.  It  is  hoped  that  by  the  end  of  this  school 
year  we  will  have  a  system  that  is  acceptable  to  all.  The  Ad  Hoc  Commit- 
tee sponsored  a  very  successful  Book  Fair  during  National  Education  Week 
in  November.  The  profit  from  this  venture  has  been  donated  toward  im- 
proving the  library  which  is  another  area  of  concern  being  discussed  by  the 
Ad  Hoc  Committee. 

The  Ad  Hoc  Committee  meets  every  first  and  third  Tuesday  and  invites 
all  interested  citizens  to  attend.  This  committee  is  to  be  commended  for 
their  continued  interest  and  efforts. 

On  December  3,  1976,  John  Economopoulos,  Consultant  in  Elemen- 
tary School  Services  from  N.H.  State  Department  of  Education  visited  our 
school  in  his  tour  of  Supervisory  Union  #35  to  evaluate  the  school  for 
compliance  with  minimum  standards.  Bethlehem  School  has  been  rated  a 
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Conditionally  Approved  Elementary  School.  We  have  three  needs  to  be- 
come fully  approved.  The  first  need  is  a  certified  teacher  Hbrarian  to  pro- 
vide half  time  services  to  our  student  body.  (This  service  would  include 
organizing  and  cataloging  all  books  and  media  in  the  library,  coordinating 
materials  to  serve  special  instructional  needs  and  providing  instruction  to 
teachers  and  students  on  appropriate  library  skills.)  The  second  need  is  a 
part  time  art  teacher  to  provide  a  comprehensive  art  program.  The  third 
need  is  a  part  time  guidance  counsellor.  (Many  guidance  services  are  cur- 
rently being  provided  through  the  auspices  of  Supervisory  Union  #35 
Pupil  Personnel  Services,  White  Mountains  Community  Services  and 
Project  Cause,  but  that  is  not  sufficient  to  meet  minimum  standards.) 

Special  programs  are  presented  to  the  student  body  whenever  possible. 
The  following  have  been  enjoyed  this  year: 

"Lightshine"  a  program  of  Christian  Folk  music  directed  by  Dr.  Childs. 

"Wind  in  the  Willows"  by  the  Shoestring  Theatre  from  Franconia 
College. 

Dr.  Suess  stories  "Horton  Hears  a  Who"  and  "Horton  Hatches  an  Egg" 
by  the  Shoestring  Theatre. 

International  Farm  Youth  Exchange  student,  Miss  Barbara  Roberts, 
who  visited  the  United  Kingdom. 

'The  Sword  in  the  Stone"  was  presented  by  Mrs.  Marion  Swetts'  En- 
glish students  from  Profile  School. 

The  soccer  and  basketball  programs  have  provided  an  opportunity  for 
interested  students  to  learn  basic  skills  and  rules  of  the  games.  The  cooper- 
ation of  the  coaches  from  Bethlehem,  Franconia  and  Profile  Schools  has 
been  excellent  for  building  future  teams. 

A  word  of  sincere  gratitude  is  extended  to  the  Women's  Auxiliary  for 
the  donation  of  the  television  set  in  memory  of  Michael  Blandin.  The  staff 
is  making  increased  use  of  instructional  programs  to  supplement  various 
subjects. 

Mrs.  Dorothy  GoodeU,  our  RSVP  volunteer  librarian,  is  to  be  praised 
for  coming  every  day  to  care  for  our  library  from  7:30  A.M.  to  2:30  P.M. 
She  takes  great  pride  in  her  task  and  does  a  superb  job  of  keeping  every- 
thing in  order. 

Mrs.  Melody  Cassista  deserves  a  word  of  appreciation  for  the  many 
hours  she  has  spent  helping  with  our  Hbrary  reorganization. 

Mrs.  Muriel  Brown  has  been  very  helpful  to  the  school  through  the 
Bethlehem  Town  Library. 

The  supportive  staff,  Mr.  McKenna,  Mrs.  Miller,  Mrs.  Brooks  and  Mrs. 
Caswell  deserve  high  commendations  for  their  performance  of  duties  in 
making  our  school  safe  and  healthy. 
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The  staff  and  myself  extend  sincere  thanks  to  the  Board  of  Education, 
the  Supervisory  Union  Office,  parents  and  all  who  help  provide  the  varied 
resources  to  make  this  school  a  sound  educational  environment. 

I  personally  v^ish  to  thank  everyone  for  the  excellent  support  given  to 
me  during  the  short  time  I  have  been  here.

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SCHOOL  HEALTH  SERVICES  REPORT 

There  were  445  visits  to  the  health  room  during  the  past  year,  of  these 
80  children  were  taken  home. 

In  September  1976  physical  appraisals  were  given  by  Frank  Dudley, 
M.D.  to  all  students  in  grade  4,  all  new  students  and  students  participating 
in  soccer— grades  4,  5  and  6.  A  total  of  55  students  were  examined.  One 
defect  was  noted  and  parents  notified. 

In  March  1976  a  film  "Naturally  A  Girl"  was  shown  to  5th  and  6th 
grade  girls. 

A  nutrition  film  "Food— Chance  or  Choice"  was  shown  to  7th  and  8th 
grades. 

In  May  1976  "What's  Good  to  Eat"  was  shown  to  5th  and  6th  grades. 

In  June  1976,  we  were  visited  by  a  cow  and  calf  from  the  N.H.  Dairy 
Association. 

In  December  1976  a  film  on  smoking  "Huffless  Puffless  Dragon"  was 
shown  to  4,  5,  and  6th  grades. 

From  September  to  December  1976,  the  vision  of  all  the  students  was 
tested  and  14  referrals  were  made. 

Hearing  tests  were  given  to  students  in  grades  1  through  4  and  grade  8. 
Three  referrals  were  made. 

Dental  inspections  were  done  on  all  students  and  referrals  (65)  made  as 
necessary.  Seventeen  students  were  treated  in  the  dental  clinic  by  R.  H. 
Enderson,  D.M.D. 

This  year  the  4th  grade  is  fortunate  in  participating  in  a  Dental  Health 
Course  sponsored  by  the  State. 

Monthly  workshops  for  all  school  nurses  were  given  by  White  Moun- 
tains Community  Services. 

The  assistance  of  Mrs.  Catherine  Fay,  R.S.V.P.  volunteer,  with  vision 
and  hearing  tests,  was  especially  appreciated.
